How Lee County Faces Loss 
Of Representation in House 


NOTES. FROM A CITY 


EDITOR'S DAYBOOK — A 
bright, new plan for the en- 
couragement of industrial de- 
velopment here is apparently 
off the ground. 


The Chamber of Commerce-in- 


spired scheme has been hammer 
ed out in a series of recent meet- 
ings and yesterday the first move 
was made toward fhe forming of a 
Dixon Development Co. It will be 
a "for profit" venture with a capi 
tahzation of at least $50,000. 


You'll hear more about this in 


the days ahead, but the first de< 
tails are ready for publication. 
Simply, the fund is to be raised 
to attract industry here. And the 
embryo firm already has a pros' 
pect for a building it hopes to erect 
this summer. * * * 


It must be quickly Interjected 


here that the Dixon Development 
Co. is no "giveaway" plan. It 
will merely negotiate for lands 
and buildings to be u§ed for in- 
dustries. It will attempt to over- 
come a handicap of haying little 
land or few buildings available 
when a prospect for a new in- 
dustry arises. 


For example, the Chamber of 


Commerce has an almost-closed 
agreement with a Chicago firm to 
move here in' August. It muat be 
emphasized that the agreement 1» 
not "firm"; It has not been com- 


-•pteted. • 


Should the "deal" be com- 


pleted, the Dixon Development 
Co. win build a building in the 
West End and lease it to the 
Chicago firm which will employ 
about 30 at the outset. It will be 


• given an option to buy. 


Lease money from the building 


can be used to return profits to 
the investors or to be plowed into 
other such ventures. If the build- 
ing is eventually sold, then the 
capital can be sunk into another 
building. 


The initial plan has the hearty 


endorsement of some leading 
businessmen. As one of them 
told us, "I've purchased stock in 
enterprises that I knew far lew 
about than I do my hometown of 
Dixon. If I invest money in this 
venture, I'll know where It's go- 
ing and what it's going for." 


He added, "Personally, I be- 


lieve this is a start in the right 
direction. It's time that we place 
more confidence in our Chamber 
of Commerce and in our city. 
This is a sound scheme and in 
my estimation deserves the sup- 
port of anyone who has money to 
invest or who wants to brighten 
the future of our city." 
* * * 


As we mentioned, you'll be hear- 


ing more of this plan in a few 
days. This, together with another 
forthcoming announcement of a 
BIG industrial development here, 
will serve to shove Dixon off to a 
good start in 1955. 


This could be a GOOD year for 


our city.

The murder conviction was in 


the shotgun slaying of Harry Whip- 
pie. 70, during an alleged robbery 
attempt Dec. 28. Rosenow also is 
charged with murdering Whipple's 
wife, Adah, 65. 


Rosenow's brother, Dale Jr., 17, 


was acquitted of a burglary charge 
in the case Maich 31. A younger 
brother, Francis, 13, was declared 
a delinquent and has been taken to 
Boys Town, Neb. 


The boys' father. Dale Sr., is a

Two proposals for changing the 


present system of direct issue by 
the secretary of state through 
Springfield and Chicago outlets 
were referred Tuesday by the Mo- 
tor Vehicles Committee to five of 
its members for "study." 


Rep. Theodore Swinarski 
CD- 


Chicago), who made the sidetrack- 
ing motion, indicated he favored 
permanent pigeonholing of the 
measures but sponsors said they 
would fight to keep them from dy- 
ing. 


List Backers 


One of the plans is sponsored by 


Reps. Joseph Stremlau, Clayton 
Harbeck and Carl W. Soderstrom, 
all from LaSalle County, along with 
Rep. Tobias Barry (D-Ladd). The 
second was authored by Rep. Wil- 
liam Pierce (D-Rockford). 


Incorporated in the Stremlau 


bills is the requirement that an 
applicant for an auto license would 
have to present a receipt showing 
that personal property tax had 
been paid on his car. The Pierce 
measure lacks this feature. 


Stremlau's proposal calls for the 


county clerk to deduct SI of the 
license charge for his services, and 
to remit the balance to the secre- 
tary of state. Pierce would com- 
pensate the county clerk by estab- 


lishing a 50 cent fee over and 
above the license charge. 


Harbeck, arguing for the revenue 


feature of the bill he cosponsored, 
said 30 per cent of unpaid per- 
sonal property taxes in LaSalle 
County involve automobiles, and 
that the county would have to 
spend 520,000 this year on personal 
property tax collections. 


Would Aid Police 


A former sheriff, Harbeck said 


that police departments throughout 
the state would welcome county 
issuance of plates as a means of 
facilitating identification of cars, 
particularly those involved in traf- 
fic and other offenses. 


The principal witness against 


the legislation was Basil Creighton 
of Washington, D. C., an assist- 
ant executive secretary of the Na- 
tional Assn. of Motor Vehicle Ad- 
ministrators, who was introduced 
to the committee by a representa- 
tive of Secretary of State Charles 
F. Carpentier. 


Creighton said Illinois is one of 


the "lowest cost states" in issu- 
ance of license plates, and that' the 
county system of distribution would 
add from 1'i to 3 million dollars 
annually to state expenses.

DeKalb Council Studies 
Ban on Pinball Devices 


DEKALB—(Special)— A DeKalb 


city council ordinance committee 
has voted to outlaw pinball ma- 
chines but wants support pf the 
entire council before putting the 
ban into effect. 


The committee reported it has 


voted 3-2 to outlaw the devices 
which have been "legalized" by 
the state legislature. A State Su- 
preme Court ruling has since stat- 
ed, however, that cities and vil- 
lages maintain the power to ban 
them.

Monday, Aid. Charles Chamberlain 
said, "Ban the pinball machines. 
If'we raise the license fee, we en- 
dorse 
gambling." 
Chamberlain 


added, "There are othemvays to 
raiM wonty." 


Currently, the city requires pin- 


ball owners to pay $100 a year for 
up to five machines and $20 a year 
for each machine over fiye. The 
fees raise less than 51,000 a year 
for the city.

daytime and 55 at night. It's back- 
ers said it would curb accidents. 
The state now has no fixed speed 
limit in miles an hour.

field) said the safety inspection 
measure would reduce accidents 
and save money for car owners on 
insurance. 


Under'his plan, private stations 


would make inspections, paying the 
state $10 for the privilege plus 10 
cents for each safety sticker issued.

SPRINGFIELD— (Special) 


Lee county faces the possible 
loss of one or both of its two 
members in the state legisla- 
ture under a special legisla- 
tive committee's plan for set- 
ting up 29 new downstate Illi- 
nois house districts. 


Under the plan, the Lee-White- 


side-DeKalb 35th senatorial district 
would be abolished. Lee County 
would be thrown into the 40th dis- 
trict with Bureau, Henry, and 
Stark counties. 


Whiteside County would be put 


into a district -with Carroll, Jo 
Daviess, and Stephenson Counties. 
DeKalb County would go with 
Boone, McHenry and Ogle Coun- 
ties. 


Lee County's two 
representa- 


tives, C. K. Willett (R), and Hu- 
bert Considine (D), both of Dixon, 
would be thrown into the race for 
three House seats with Joseph Pet- 
erson (R-Princeton), Orville Chap- 
man 
(R-Bradf ord), and 
Tobias 


Barry (D-Ladd) in the 1956 general 
election, should all seek reelection. 


George Brydia (R-Prophetstown), 


who is an 18-year veteran from the 
local district, reportedly has threat- 
ened to filibuster against the plan 
if necessary to force a change 


"Best Plan" 


However, draftsmen of the new 


map defended it as the best that 
could be devised after full consid- 
eration of the desires of incum- 
bents. They pointed out that at 
least nine downstate legislators will 
have to be eliminated simply as a 
result of mathematics. • 


Both supporters of the proposal 


and some of its critics agreed that 
prospects for its ultimate approval 
in substantially the present form 
were fairly good. 


The proposed new 
lineup of 


downstate distiicts was announced 
late 
Tuesday by 
Rep. Arthur 


Sprague (P.-LaGrange), chairman 
of a special 12-member committee. 


His group was delegated the job 


of staking out 29 territories for 
election of House members down- 
state — three fewer than are now 
provided — and 30 in Cook Coun- 
ty under a constitutional amend- 
ment ratified last November. 


The 59 House districts, plus 58 


Senate districts being worked ou 
concurrently, would replace the ex 
isting 51 legislative districts each 
electing one senator and three rep 
resentatives. Thirty two of the ex 
isting districts are downstate, 19 in 
Cook County.

Today the first batches of an 


mproved Salk vaccine are mov- 
ng from pharmaceutical houses to 
)ublic health officials and doctors' 
ffices to begin inoculations of 
ome 30 million children or more 
his spring and summer. 


Within hours after the official 


verdict that the vaccine is up to 
90 per cent effective in preventing 
paralysis, it was licensed by the 
National Institutes of Health for 
sublic use. 


Dimes Does It 


Dimes contributed to the Nation- 


al Foundation-for Infantile 
Par- 


alysis will pay for enough vaccine 
for free inoculations of nine mil- 
lion children in all first and second 
grades and some in third grades. 
The rest will be administered bj 
doctors to patients, with high pri- 
ority urged for children and preg- 
nant women. 


At last, polio is on the way to 


defeat, control, eradication. 


The victory did not come easily. 


As with most great achievements 
of medical science, it built from 
the minds of many men. 


In 1909 Dr. Karl Landsteiner dis- 


covered polio was due to a virus, 
an infinitesimal disease agent far 
smaller than bacteria. 


Now the cause was known, bu' 


no control. 


A few years later, polio spread 


like a conflagration through New 
York City, striking hard with 
death and paralysis. 


Polio had made its panic known 


It came mysteriously and still to- 
day science does not know exactly 
how. 


Again and again it flared here 


and there. It felled adults as well 
as children. It felled a man des- 
tined to become a United States 
president, Franklin D. Roosevelt. 
He. like so many others, rose 
above his handicap, and inspired 
the March of Dimes. Now money 
was poured into the search for 
knowledge.

Hopkins found that virus invades 
the blood stream before it hits 
the nerves.

Hammon of the 
University of 


Pittsburgh 
showed 
that 
small 


amounts of antibodies if present 
in the blood could disarm the 
virus. 


At Pittsburgh too. Dr. Salk six 


years ago began working for a 
polio vaccine. 
He built on what 


had gone before, contributed his 
own deductions, experiments, so- 
lutions, perseverance, to create a 
safe vaccine against all types of 
paralyzing virus.

The station has 
asked listeners to send 10 cents 
to have their names on the tele- 
gram. Any suiplus from cost of the 
telegram will be donated to a 
crippled children's fund.

jury Tuesday indicted a. Mt. Mor- 
ris, 111., postal clerk for «mber.zle- 
ment. Dale M. Lizer. 57, now living 
in Freeport, is accused of diverting 
53.600 m postage due funds from 
the Kable Printing Co.. Mt. Mor- 
ris, from August, 1952, through 
October, 1953. 


Lizer, who had been a clerk in 


the Mt. Morns post office for 34 
years, IP charged in a nine-count 
indictment. Joseph E. Tobin. as- 
sistant 
federal 
attorney, 
said j 


Liber received nine S4QO checks | 
from the Kable firm to cover post- I 
age due on returned magazines. 
Tobin said Lizer sold the postage 
due stamps to other persons and 
pocketed the money. 


The attorney said Lizer also re- 


moved money from bank deposits 
and substituted the deposit slips to 
cover the shortages. 


The attorney quoted Lizer as 


saying he used part of th money 
to 
finance 
expensive 
vacation 


trips. 


The government said the short- 


ages were discovered while Lizer 
was on a vacation. 


Tobin said Lizer told him he 


spent four months in Califotma and 
two weeks, in Florida and New Or- 
leans, gave $2,000 to a son to open 
a restaurant in Mt. Morns and 


other money to his second wife for 
a dress shop in Freeport. 


Tobin said that during question- 


ing of Lizer, the defendant said 
that several years ago he hid $3,- 
100 cash in the garage at his home. 


"He said somebody sold the 


newspapers with the money in 
them, and he was unable to trace 
it or get his money back," Tobin 
said. 


Lizer is free on 52,500 bond. 
Tobin said a check of records in 


the Mt. Morris post office showed 
shortages of S44 610 since 1945. The 
attorney said most of them are 
not punishable because of the 
statute of limitations.

Doctors, Nurses 
Volunteer; Serum 
To Tots April 22 


The Lee county program to 


provide Salk anti-polio vac- 
cine for first and second 
grade school children began 
within hours after the an- 
nouncement 
awaited for 


years, ''The vaccine works." 


Parental consent cards, to be 


signad by parents or guardians of 
children who will receive th» 
"shots,"' were sent home with the 
first and second graders Tuesday 
afternoon. The deadline for return- 
ing the cards is Friday morning-. 


A few rural schools, representing 


a total of about 60 children, called 
the Lee County Health Department 
this morning to report that 100 per 
cent of the cards returned asked 
that the children receive the vac- 
cine. 


List Centers 


. Health Department officials said 
the mass immunization clinics will 
be aet up in Lincoln School, Dixon; 
Central School, 
Aiiboy; 
Mills- 


Petrie Memorial Braiding, Ashton; 
and Dr. R. P. Quackenbush'« of- 
fice, Pawpaw. The dates for the 
pupils to receive the series of three 
shots are April 22 and 29 and May 
2t. Dr. Salk has said the serum 
apparently is more effective if the 
third shot is given several months 
after the first two. There has been 
no decision locally as yet on 
whether to change the date for the 
third shot. The,, program was 
planned before the final report oa 
the vaccine was made known. 


Lee County doctors have volun- 


teered their services to administer 
the vaccine without charge, and 
nurses from KSB Hospital, Dixon 
State School, school nurses and 
others are volunteering to assist 
them. KSB Hospital and the state 
school will furnish many of the 
supplies and much of the equips 
ment needed. 


A spot check of Dixon physicians' 


offices today showed that various 
doctors have received from "a 
few" 
to about 25 calls each from 


individuals inquiring when the vac- 
cine will be available to children 
not in the first and second grade 
age group and adults. As yet, the 
doctors report, drug" firms have 
not announced what quantity of 
serum will be available for private 
patients. 


Without Charge 


The vaccine for the first and 


second grade children will be pro- 
vided without cost by the National 
Foundation for Infantile Paralysis. 


In Chicago, that city's medical 


society council has approved free 
inoculations of first and second 
graders, whether in mass immuni- 
zations or in doctors' private of- 
fices. 


The council says it will not 


oppose mass immunization, "be- 
cause ot the urgency of the situa- 
tion," but the group has made it 
clear from the start that it does 
not favor the mass immunization 
plan. 


In Ann Arbor. Mich., where the 


results of mass immunization tests 
last year were tabulated, research- 
ers announced that 'in a group of 
6.762 Illinois children, who were 
tested with the vaccine, not one 
case of paralytic polio was report- 
ed. 


One youngster in Peona County, 


however, contracted non-paralytic 
polio after receiving the vaccine. 


The tests were conducted in Du- 


Page and Peoria Counties. 


Slap Controls 


In Washington today, the govern- 


ment slapped export controls on 
the Salk vaccine, and the Com- 
merce Department said the con- 
trol? will be maintained until pro- 
duction of the serum is sufficient 
to meet domestic and 
foreign 


demands. Licenses will be required 
for any shipment abroad except to 
Canada.

Most accidents are preventable. 


But failure to prevent accidents 
necessitates our knowing what to 
do and what not to do in an em- 
ergency situation. 


Firs aid is the immediate tem- 


porary treatment given in case of 


accident or sudden illnes befofe 
the services of a physician can be 
secured. 
Miss Brimhall stressed 


the fact that this first aid we are 
able to give in cases of accident 
may mean the difference between 
life and death. 


Are You Included? 


Many persons cannot see the ne- 


cesity for being prepared for em- 
ergencies 
until after something 


happens to them. Are you includ- 
ed in this group? 


We will gladly send any of you 


homemakers a pamphlet published 
by the Federal Civil Defense Ad- 
ministration wnich lists the items 
you should have ready in a Civil 
defense household first aid kit. Ev- 
ery Ogle County home should have 
the 
following- items 
assembled, 


wrapped in a moisture-proof cov- 
ering and placed in an easily car- 
ried box. Antiseptic solution— ben- 
zalkonium chloride for open wounds 
aromatic spirits of. ammonia for 
faintness, table salt and baking 
soda for shock, triangular band- 
ages for a sling, for a cover or for 
a dressing. 


First aid dressings for open 


wounds or for dry dressings for 
burns, eye drops castor oil for eye 
irritated by dust, smoke, or fumes, 
twelve tongue blades for splinting 
broken fingers or otlier 
small 


bones and for stirring solutions. 


W7ater purification tablets, small 


and large bath towels and old soft 
bedsheet for bandages and dress- 
ings, paper drinking cups, a flash- 
light and flashlight batteries, safe- 
ty pins for holding bandages in 
place. 


Single edge razor blades for cut- 


ting bandages and for removing 
clothing from injured body sur- 
'faces. 
Toilet 
soap, measuring 


spoons and wooden splints for 
broken arms and legs.

I received a sample of some re- 


usable aluminum lids for capping 
tin cans containing food. 
These 


lids will snap on and off so that 
you can use No. 2 and No. 303 
metal cans in which you buy your 
fruits and vegetables to store them 
in. You can safely store 
nut 


meats, popcorn, dried beans, herbs 
etc. in them. You could cover the 
metal cans with some of the ad- 
hesive plastic available to harmon- 
ize with your own color scheme 
and have colorful canister sets or 
you could also cover them with 
paint or wallpaper. 


These covers could also be used 


with tin cans to make containers 
for leftover paint, for screws, nails 
nuts and bolts. 


Another use for these aluminum 


lids and vour metal cans is for 
freezer containers. Sterilize the lid 
and the metal can and you may 
store meat, fruit and vegetables 
for the freezer. Just remember to 
fill to one-half inch of the top to 
allow for expansion in freezing. 
This should be an economical 
source of freezer containers for 
you.

The Doctor Says 


Acute Respiratory Infections 
Should Be Treated Promptly 


By EDWIN P. JORDAN, M.D. 


"Some time ago I wrote you 


.about my husband who had chronic 
bronchitis. Now I find that he has 
pulmonary 
emphysema 
as well 


and I should like to know some- 
thing of the meaning- of this con- 
dition." So writes Mrs. K. 


In this instance it seems likely 


that chronic bronhcits was respon- 
sible for the emphysema. The lat- 
ter is not a rare disorder, though 
few people seem to have heard of 
it. Judging by studies made after 
death, about one person in 20 has 
had this condition, although prob- 
ably far fewer show any symp- 
toms from it during- life. 


WHAT IS EMPHYSEMA? It is 


basically a loss of the elasticity of 
the tissues of the lung, which 
means that all the air is not emp- 
tied out when a person exhales. 
Thus, when the condition is ad- 
vanced, a person may not get 
enough air from breathing and 
develop shortness of breath rather 
easily if the need for air is in- 
creased by exercise. 


There 
are m a n y conditions 


which can lead to this loss of 
elasticity 
and 
dilation 
of 
the 


breathing- cells. Any chronic infec- 
tion of the lungs—chronic asthma, 
or a serious chest deformity, for 
example—can bring on emphyse- 
ma comparatively early in life, al- 
though there is perhaps a tenden- 
cy in all of us to have less elastic- 
ity in the lung 'tissues as we grow 
older. 


IT WAS FOR3IEKLY thought 


that glassblowers and musicians 
who play wind instrument were 
particulraly liable to develop em- 
physema, but apparently this is 
not true. There are, however, oc- 
cupational hazards which do in- 
crease the chances of developing 
emphysema, such as being ex- 
posed to certain kinds of poisonous 
dusts, or jobs which lead to infec- 
tion of the lungs. 


There is a good deal which can 


be done for most victims of em- 
physema. One of the most im- 
portant, of course,, is to treat, or 
try to prevent, infections or aller- 
gies which are making the condi- 
tion worse. 


ACUTE RESPIRATORY infec- 


tions should be treated promptly 
with bed rest and often with pen- 
icillin or one of its relatives. Drugs 
can be used to help improve the 
ventilation of the lungs, and many

Following- the unfortunate exper- 


ience of the local humane society 
I dispatched a latter and clippings 
to the office of the American Hu- 
mane Association whose offices are 
in Denver, Colorado. It seemed to 
me that the most helpful thing that 
could happen would be a visit by 
a representative of the national 
office to help improve the work of 
the- local group. An answer to my 
letter came from Mr. Gerald Rog- 
ers, Finance Secretary, and his let- 
ter contained two items which I 
feel the community should know 
as we look for the Dixon group to 
make a careful reappraisal of the 
aims and purposes of their organi- 
sation. 


Mr. Rogers said: "The Friends 


of Animals Humane Society whose 
address is listed as 923 Forest 
Aye., Dixon, Illinois is not an af- 
filiated member, of the American 
Humane Association " He also said 
that at present there is no field 
representative in our area. Any 
help which the national office might 
give will have to wait until a trav- 
eling representative of the asso- 
ciation has occasion to be near us, 
in which case the man will cer- 
tainly call. 


This would seem to place the 


burden of responsibility squarely 
on the members of the local hu- 
mane society. As- a community we 
are indebted to the good people who 
give their time and money in the 
interest of animals but at the same 
time the community has a right to 
demand 
responsible 
leadership. 


This includes taking advantage of 
the excellent guidance of American 
Humane Association. It aiso in- 
cludes working with local law en- 
forcement agencies and veterinar- 
ians. 


In my opinion the people of this 


community would probably do well 
co give support to the local society 
only after it proves conclusively 
that it fully recognizes its respons- 
ibility and that its officers are com- 
petent to discharge that trust. We 
hope that such assurances will be 
forthcoming in the very near fu- 
ture.

tions, they are actually paying: for 
the privilege of providing corpora- 
tion executives and wage employes 
with an income when they fall 
sick or retire. 
No matter how 


badly the stock depreciates the 
emoloye's pension continues "The 
people" may receive the sad news 
that • there will be no dividends 
this quarter but they have to pay 
pension out of the company's re- 
serve. If it comes to the worst 
and the company's property is 
auctioned off at panic prices, the 
pensioners get first crack at the 
proceeds. 
This property is ac- 


tually the property of the sare- 
holders but the pension system 
gives the pensioners first crack. 
There may be nothing left and the 
shareholders may be wiped out. 
That would be very sad. 


It is true that I pay a small con- 


tribution 
to the pension 
fund, 


whether I am a congressman, a 
judge or an employe of a private 
corporation. 
But it is also true 


that the taxpayers contribute to 
the government pension funds and 
the shareholders contribute to the 
corporation 
fund. 
However, the 


beneficiaries do not report these 
contributions in their income-tax 
returns. 
They certainly are in- 


come, accruing to their benefit and 
they are paid to their credit by 
their employers. If they died un- 
timely, the benefits become "es- 
tate"" for their heirs. But we call 
them "fringe-benefits."' 


Can you imagine Congress pass- 


ing a law compelling Congressmen 
to report their accumulating pen- 
sions right as income? 
There is 


no other way to bring them into 
the income-tax system and Con- 
gress will not do it, so it won't be 
done. That fact protects the em- 
ployes 
of private 
corporations. 


whether $100,000-a-year executives 
or S20-a-day wage-earners, from tax- 
ation on their "fringes." If Congress 
decided to tax their "fringes,", the 
same principle would bring Con- 
gressional "fringes" within scope. 


However, "the people" do pay 


income taxes on their compulsory 
contributions to public and cor- 
porate pensions. They are not de- 
ductible as charity donations or 
in any other guise. They amount 
to billions a year and appropriate 
income taxes on them would be a 
substantial 
contribution 
to the 


treasury. 


Earl Warren, our chief justice, 


is entitled to a large pension from 
the state of California, which he 
served as governor and otherwise 
for many years. 
The state law 


prohibits disclosuure to "the peo- 
ple" of the amount that he or any 


other beneficiary receives. There 
is no moral obligation on him to 
tell and frankly U.e law holds that 
it is none of "the people's busi- 
ness. 


However, you cannot keep such 


information absolutely secret and 
the fact is that Mr. Warren is "en- 
titled" to a little less than Sl.OOO 
a month, in addition to his $40.000 
a year from the federal govern- 
ment, which also carries accumu- 
lating pension privileges. Whether 
he does draw the California pen- 
sion "the people" of California are 
not allowed to know but there is 
no reason why he shouldn't. Why 
not? 
The law grants it to him. 


Secrecy makes for mystery and 
mystery makes for inaccuracy but 
it is a fact that Mr. Warren's "con- 
tribution" over the years was 
much less than one year's pension 
benefits. 


The highest old-age pension for 


"the people" under Social Security 
is $162 a month but if a "client" 
of this "benefit" continues to earn 
by effort more than 52.080 a year, 
he loses his $162 a month. 
The 


idea here was to prevent old peo- 
ple 
from 
taking little 
supple- 


mentary jobs as sitters, watch- 
men an what-not and thus forming 
a sort of coolie class doing petty 
cores for low wages and keeping 
younger people out of those jobs. 
However, a congressman or mayor 
who takes his big pension—S20.000 
a year in the case of Vincent Im- 
pellitteri when his rights mature 
in a couple of years—is not for- 
bidden to take another job. He 
can practice lav.- or go on the radio 
or any old thing, and his $20.000 
a year will go right on.

Adlai's Speech 
Praised Abroad 


Gives Ike More Room 
For Diplomacy, Claim 


WASHINGTON Cfc—A number of 


foreign diplomats viewed Adlai E. 
Stevenson's Far Eastern speech 
today as giving President Eisen- 
hower more room for diplomatic 
maneuvering toward a peaceful 
settlement in the Formosa Strait. 


State Department officials, tak- 


ing their cue from Secretary Dul- 
les, were guarded in their com- 
ments. But those willing to talk 
privately agreed the 1952 Demo- 
cratic presidential nominee's ad- 
dress would give added impetus to 
diplomatic talks on the problem. 


Meanwhile, it was learned that 


the State Department has dis- 
cussed with New Zealand the pos- 
sibility of a new move within the 
United Nations. 


The idea, which apparently has 


now been shelved, would have New 
Zealand mtioduce in the U.N. Se- 
curity Council a resolution to de- 
nounce the use of force in -the 
Formosa area. 


In diplomatic talks, Britain is j 


reported to have advised against 
any such move now. The British 
apparently felt any effort to re- 
vive U. N. consideration of the For- 
mosa pioblem should wait until 
after next week's 28-nation Afro- 
Asian conference in Indonesia. 


The Formosa situation is expect- 


ed to play a big role in Uiese 
talks, with Red China and per- 
haps India leading attacks against 
the American policy of support for 
Nationalist China. 


British, French and other for- 


eign diplomats in the capital were 
reported generally encouraged by 
Stevenson's -formula for avoiding 
hostilities over the rival Red Chi- 
nese and Nationalist claims to the 
offshore islands.

WASHINGTON (»—The world re- 


joices that there is a vaccine for 
polio but— 


One of man's oddities is that 


while he works overtime to make 
his life longer he also looks for 
ways to make it shorter. 


While scientists struggled to find 


a weapon against polio, others 
were busy making bigger and bet- 
ter hydrogen explosives. 


In the end millions of people 


whose lives now will be prolonged 
by the new vaccine may have them 
unduly shortened by the bomb. 


Why Not? 


A thousand years from now, if 


there are any humans left in those 
days and they have formed a way 
to end war, they may look back 
on these days and wonder: 


"Why 
couldn't those 20th cen- 


tury people ever find a cure for 
the most ^dreaded disease of all: 
Pushing. Peopl* were forever push- 
ing other people. 


"The money they spent looking 


for a cure for polio, or cancer or 
heart disease was only a pittance 
compared with what they spent on 
defending themselves from one an- 
other." 


Jonas E. Salk, the young doctor 


who developed the polio vaccine, 
may prove over man's long history 
to' have been worth more than a 
thousand armies. 


But that's problematical. 
It isn't hard to look back, and 


not far, to find that while mankind 
was continually seeking ways to 
save itself it was energetically 
finding new ways to destroy itself. 


In 1784, just as Edward Jenner 


was on the verge of finding a vac- 
cine against smallpox, British Lt. 
Henry Sharpnel invented a highly 
effective shot for mowing men 
down in bunches. 


All Europe was feverishly build- 


ing modern armies at the very 
moment in 1885 when Louis Pas- 
teur was first inoculating a human 
being against rabies.

Acreage Curbs 


URBANA —(Special)— Illinois 


fanners who can raise either corn 
or soybeans have more reason to 
comply with corn acreage allot- 
ments this year than last, accord- 
ing to a farm economist at the 
University of Illinois. 


P. E. Johnston explains that if 


you don't stay within corn acreage 
allotments, you can't put your corn 
under loan. So the question is what 
will corn be worth on the open 
market compared with what soy- 
beans on the same ground would 
b« worth. 


This year the price relationship 


between corn and soybeans favors 
staying within allotments for corn 
and putting diverted acres to soy- 
beans. 


If you have 80-bushel corn land, 


you can normally expect it to grow 
30 bushels of soybeans. You can 
make the same net income from 
30-bushel soybeans at $2.04 a bush- 
el as from 80-bushel corn at $1.40. 
Most experts, Johnston gays, think 
$1.40 
Is all you can expect from 


corn in the open markets. 


If you can get 35-bushel soy- 


beans, they have to bring only 
$1.77. Of course, Johnston says, if 
you expect higher soybean prices 
or lower corn prices, you would be 
that much better off with soy- 
beans. 


Sixty-bushel corn selling at $1.40 


a bushel gives the same net income 
as you would get from 30-bushel 
soybeans at $1.57, 25-bushel soy- 
beans at $1.84 or 20-bushel soy- 
beans at $2.27. 


Forty-bushel corn worth $1.40 a 


bushel will return the same as 25- 
bushel soybeans at $1.28, 20-bushel 
soybeans at $1.57 or 15-bushel soy- 
beans at $2.04. 


The indiscriminate use of drugs 


can be costly, not only from an 
economic standpoint but in the val- 
ue of lives lost or damaged,.the 
Educational Committee of the Illi- 
nois State Medical Society cau- 
tions. With the unfortunate em- 
phasis today on sleep inducing 
agents called barbiturates, 
the 


antthistamines and the antibiotics 
as "cure-alls," it is no wonder 
that the public is confused. 


Properly handled under compe- 


tent medical supervision, these 
drugs have a useful place in alle- 
viating pain and curing disease. 
Frequently, for example, it is ne- 
cessary to prescribe a sedative, 
but sleeping pills and powders as 
a reuglar habit can 'be extremely 
harmful. When the body and mind 
are functioning normally, there is 
no need for durgs to make you 
sleep. 


The antihistaminic drugs are a 


product of the research laboratory 
which marks the advance of medi- 
cine in the curative field. Handled 
carefully, thesa drugs are produc- 
ing good results in some conditions 
related to allergy, but they are 
also causing severe reactions in 
certain individuals. Histamine is 
a chemical normally present in 
the body which, In some persons, 
is the factor involved in allergic 
conditions, such 8.3 hives, hay fev- 
er and other sensitivities. Thus the 
antihistaminic drug is a compound 
designed to fight this chemical re- 
action in the body, which makes 
some people more sentitive than 
others to certain conditions. 


Ho Guarantee 


Because so many antihistaminic 


drugs1 are now marketed does not 
mean that they are safe or that 
they are the answer to the mystery 
of the common cold which is char- 
acterized by symptoms similar to 
forms of allergy, such as itching 
and swelling of the nasal mem- 
branes, tearing of the eyes, and 
the like. 


Taken indiscriminately, the anti- 


histaminic drugs can kill. They 
can also be the means of causing 
death and injury, since they pro- 
duce side-effects in certain per- 
sons that make them unsafe to 
dnve a car, for example. These 
side-effects include nausea, vomit- 
ing, headaches, poor coordination 
and drowsiness. 


Antibiotics drugs are another 


group which must be handled care- 
fully. Taking its name from anti 
meaning against and bio meaning 


living tissue, this group then fights 
organisms or bacteria either by 
destroying them completely or de- 
creasing their growth. There are 
numerous antibiotic drugs, all of 
which work differently in various 
conditions. They too produce dif- 
ferent reactions necessitating the 
watchful supervision of a physi- 
cian. 


Need Research 
- 


Research is necessary to learn 


the cause and cure of disease. Re- 
search 
brings 
knowledge 
and 


knowledge is power—the power to 
save life and relieve pain. But in- 
discriminate use of drugs will undo 
the good that is being accomplish- 
ed. Self-medication is not the ans- 
wer to the product of medical re- 
search, for it brings illness and 
unhappiness instead. 


Too much of one drug can pro- 


duce toxicity or poisoning in the 
chemical substances of the body, 
a condition which results in drow- 
siness, a mental stupor, a diffi- 
culty in walking and talking and 
noticeable tremors of the tongue, 
lipg and fingers. 


Don't Ifsten to the flamboyant 


advertising on drugs. 
Be suspi- 


cious of anything that is presented 
as a. "cure-all." Be cautious. You 
don't know* how one taken blindly 
may affect you.
